St. Petersburg, Nov. 
IS—Condi- 


tions are improving in the city today 
and it is hoped that the worst is over. 
The strike which has threatened to 
lead to unlimited troubles 
for the 


government is Being brought to a 
close as predicted. 
The decision 
to 


call off the strike was reached at a 
mass meeting of workmen held this 
morning. 
The resumption of work 


will not be permanent, however, as 
the meeting resolved to put in opera- 
tion a system of spasmodic strikes by 
which they propose to stop all work 
in the city at frequent intervals until 
the government yields to the de- 
mands of the -working classes. 


At one meeting of workmen held 


today a speaker worked up the large 
crowd to^a point of renzy by calling 
down on the officials curses of every 
description, while solemnly 
making 


the sign of the cross as he spoke. He 
urged his hearers not to rely on the 
Czar, who,"he declared", is practical- 
ly a prisoner in his/ palace. 
Despite 


the determination 
reached at" tha 


meetings of workmen to call off the 
strike some .efforts ,were made today 
by a few of the strikers to make the 
tie up more general. Delegations "of 
strikers visited the bank's and larger 
business houses, (falling on tie clerks 
to engage in a strike to'be maintain- 
ed for three days. The agitators met 
with little success, however, in this 
attempt as few' of the clerko were 
willing to join in the movement. 


Many of the delegates selected by 


the strikers to call on the clerks were 
arrested. The union of constitution- 
alists, the majority of whose mem- 
bers are liberals, will hold a meeting 
tonight to discuss the present situa- 
tion. 


Bucharest, Nov. IS—As a ghastly 


sequel of the recent bloody outbreaks 
and massacres in Russian province of 
Bessarabia, in which so many per- 
sons, principally 
Jews, lost their 


lives, the corpses of Jews are found 
constantly floating' down the Pruth 
river, which divides Roumania from 
Bessarabia. • Many bodies have been 
washed-ashore and others are being 
taken from the water by Roumanians. 
"Whenever -the bodies are washed to 
the Bessarabian shore the Cossacks 
throw them back into the river. Tho 
Roumanians however, have been kept 
busy taking the corpses 
from 
the 


water and burying them. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 18—A number 


of roughs tried to start an anti-Jew 
massacre 
this 
morning. 
A crowd 


armed with axes gathered in Sannaya 
square and shouted, "Death to all 
Jews." The police hastily left the 
square; fearins assassination. "Word 
was sent to the military patrol, 
^hich soon arrived and dispersed the 
roughs. 


Helsinsrfors. Nov. IS—Baron Salt- 


za. commander o£ the Russian troops 
in Finland, has been appointed tem- 
porary governor general by the Czar, 
replacing Prince Obolensky. Students

Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. IS—The Am- 


erican Federation of Labor this morn- 
ing adopted a resolution 
extending 


sympathy and condolence to the Rus- 
sians and congratulating the Russian 
strikers. A resolution was endorsed 
to instruct the executive council to 
take action in having favorable legis- 
lation brought about 
pertaining to 


damage towards workmen injured by 
machinery in mills, factories 
and 


workshops. 
A resolution asking all 


labormen to oppose the election of 
senators and congressmen hostile to 
organized labor was unanimously 
endorsed. 
A resolution that all af- 


filiated labor bodies be instructed to 
hold aloof from 
militia in various 


states was laid on the table. A res- 
olution advocating 
changes 
in con- 


ducting insurance companies was re- 
ferred 
A stir was created when a 


resolution was introduced by Victor 
L. Berger denouncing President Gom- 
pers for intimacy with labor leaders 
and plutocrats. 
Gompers said 
he 


would let his work stand as an an- 
swer. The convention refused to con- 
sider the resolution. 


Columbus, 
Nov. 38.—Democratic 


members of the house of representa- 
tives who were in Columbus Thursday 
and Thursday night for an informal 
conference, to count noses and get a 
line on the general situation, are talk- 
ing of what legislation ought to be 
passed by the present legislature. 


They do this on "the supposition that 


in some instances they will get sup- 
port from the fifteen Foraker members 
in other instances from the members 
who owe their election to the Anti- 
Saloon league and to those Republi- 
cans who will be in favor of reform 
measures. 


Nearly all of the members are de- 


termined, it would seem from their 
conrersat'on, to "reform things" and 
to make a name for the present legis- 
lature as a reform legislature. They 
say they are reasonably certain they 
can pass bills which will save the tax- 
payers in county, city and state salar- 
ies, between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 a 
year. 


Among the things seriously discuss- 


ed is a discontinuance of biennial ses- 
sions. It is claimed there has not been 
one biennial session of the legislature 
which has not cost more than twice s& 
much'as any two ^annual sessions. Bi- 
ennial sess'ons as money savers are"' 
denounced as bosh. It is said that 
biennial sessions give too much power 
to the1 five men composing the emer- 
gency board, who spend 
nearly 
as 


much money in a year as did previous 
annual sessions of the legislature. 


Prospects are that the municipal 


code will be all "shot to pieces." The 
Democrats captured the majority of 
the mayors of cities and villages, and 
it is already proposed not that the four 
mayors of the large cities combine, but 
that all the Democratic mayors in the 
state arrange to visit the legislature 
and demand legislation which shall 
decapitate safety boards, boards of 
public service and many olher officials 
which are deemed fifth wheels to the 
wagon, especially in the smaller cities 
and tillages. The members who are 
from the smaller counties and know 
the conditions best are said to be ram- 
pant for legislation along this line.

It provides for the political status of 
Japanese residents of Korea, open 
ports, and turning-over the manage- 
ment of Korea's foreign affairs to 
Japan.

He does not need his salary of $4,500 
a year very much, but it will help paj 
for gasoline for the automobiles and 
Christmas presents for the children.

One of the most ludicrous features, or 
that side splitting performance was the 
appeal to the press for access to its 
standing obituaries, with the privilege 
of .editing—not their facts, but their 
verdicts.

It con- 
tained besides a billiard table a small 
writing desk, a. hanging bookshelf filled 
with reference books, among them the 
old familiar French Method of Ollen- 
dorf. On the walls hung a few prints, 
a head of Gutenberg and some illustra- 
tions by Frederic Remington, In sum- 
mer time Mr. Clemens found that he! 
could work to good advantago at his i 
plaee called Quarry Farm, near El- 
mira. X. Y. Here his "Tramp Abroad," 
begun at Heidelberg, continued in Mu- 
nich and almost abandoned In disgust 
because, it was unsatisfactory to its 
creator, was completed. 


Although Mark Twain is looked upon 


by the world at large as the premier j 
humorist and fiinmaker, his intellec- I 
tuality lias been apparent : from 
the 


first. That is the reason why he has 
been able to survive tho tremendous 
strain of being humorous for so many 
years. The quality of his humor shows 
no appreciable falling off. Those who 
think otherwise should remember that 
their appreciative capacity is subject 
to change. That his humor has-been 
cumulative and in steady process o)C 
development is proved by the fact that 
the young readers of the present gen- 
eration extract vastly more merriment 
from his recent works than from those 
of his early life. 
And let 'it not be 


overlooked that he is much more than 
a mere humorist, even though'that dis- 
tinction be very great 
"Torn Saw- 


yer." "Huckleberry Finn" and even 
"The 
Man That Corrupted. Hadleyburg'' 


are strong witnesses that he possesses 
in the highest degree the supreme art 
of a story teller and that rare quality of 
being always and under all conditions 
interesting. Even in his most-apparent 
flights of humor Mr. Clemens has al- 
ways bet-n sincere, frank and manly 
and has never lacked courage.. 


But Mark Twain's crowning achieve- 


ment was not literary in its nature. It 
was a repetition of the heroic and even 
pathetic manifestation of integrity that 
made a double fame for .Sir Walter 
Scott. Through the business incapac- 
ity of others he became involved in 
bankruptcy. The book publishing con- 
cern into which he had'gone as a part- 
ner flourished bravely for awhile and 
then suffered a total shipwreck. Tha 
most indignant creditor of the concern 
never criticised Mark Twain. It did 
not occur to him to do so. The whola 
world held him guiltless, and his pres- 
tige would not have suffered' from the 
blow. But the great humorist spurned 
public absolution. Like the wizard of Ab- 
botsford, he determined to wipe out tha 
blot, and he did it right speedily, although 
it made him a sad toiler in his declin- 
ing years. In order that he might pro- 
ceed without interruption in the mighty 
task which he had undertaken he lived 
abroad until he had earned the price ofi 
his financial redemption. It was the 
most triumphant passage in the story, 
of a great career.

HARCOAL I'UFFS.—One-half cup 


of powdered di:ii\uul, two ten- 
i jHniiif uls of tnvtMH oil. 
Strain 


through white peau de sole and add 
one pinch of snuff. Fry hi silver gwu 
pans set with rubles and serve hot 
sprinkled with powdered borax. Gar- 
nish with pea coal. 


Putty-to Croquettes.—Take one quart 


of pulverized baked potato, one tea- 
spoonful of cider, putty the size of uu 
egg aud mix thoroughly. Season with 
tbe juice of six inaugjos and a pinch 
of orris root. Mix thoroughly and moid 
in pipe bowls. 
Koll iu sawdust and 


fry in deep fat. 


Banana a la Creme.—Take six ripe 


bananas. 
Knock the stufliug out of 


them and 
reuiovc the seeds, which 


should be saved for poultices. Mix 
with tbe pulp a jar of cold cream 
sweetened to taste. Add slowly one 
quart of cold molasses. 
Sit on stove 


aud stir constantly. When done place 
in banana skins, tie with purple che- 
nille (for color effect) aud serve hot.

When ready stir into it vigor- 
ously with the left band' a quart ot 
household ainniouia.

listerine.

the briers. 


H. White, Jason Drury and Emmet

some fruit. The three men sat down 
under a tree, White 'facing a clump of 
briers and weeds. 


In the meantime James Nutting and 


Frank Shoacre, two other 
hunters, 


came through the orchard looking for 
game, and as they neared the brier 
patch a rabbit jumped up and started 
toward the bushes just opposite the 
point where White and his two friends 
were sitting. Shoacre fired -at the rab- 
bit just as it was entering the weeds 
and almost all of the charge struck 
White in the face. 
The unfortunate 


man was taken to bJs home at M'Con- 
nelsville where Dr. Naylor and Dr. 
Humphreys attended his injuries, hut 
at a late hour were unable to say 
whether he would recover. They stat- 
ed, however, that White's injury was 
serious as some of the shot had pene- 
trated his eyes and may result in to- 
tal blindness.
